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THE 1916 SEED CROP. Many handicaps assailed the success 
of seed crop production in the past year. The disturbed conditions 
in Europe, their shortage of labor, unfavorable growing weather, 
small acreage, many crop failures and embargoes on certain seeds, 
due to the war, have affected our seed resources to a marked degree. 
Such Vegetable Seeds as Beets, Carrots, Cabbage, Cauliflower, 
Early Onions, Parsnip, Radish, Spinach, Turnip, Rutabaga and 
others, for which we have always looked abroad, practically no new 
seed is available to the general trade. Of the early and late Onions 
such as “Barletta,’”’ “Queen” and “Silver King,’ many kinds of the 
more important Radishes and Spinach, on which the Holland govern- 
ment hasanembargo at present, which may or may not remain for 
some time to come, has almost completely cut off the supply of these 
in the United States. Fortunately for the customers of Vaughan’s 
Seed Store, our representative in Hurope has secured for us a supply 
of some of the scarce stocks, but even our supply is small, but as 
long as ib lasts it is at our customers’ demand. 
_ Ameriea too, has had seed-crop setbacks, on some most important 
crops; Sweet Corn and Beans are short as in any year on record, 
and other crops, such as cabbage, Ege Plant, Onion Sets, Peas, 
_ Peppers, Pumpkins, Potatoes, Radish, Salsify, Squash and Tomato 
_ are notable examples of shortage. 
__ The seed that is normal or better than last year, we here refer to 
_ the supply, are Celery, Cucumber, Leek, Lettuce, Musk and Water+ 
_ melon, Onion and Parsley. 
This is our fortieth year m the seed business; our record proves 
___ a consistent effort to maintain stability of prices to our customers, 
as far as possible; nor will we fail this year either in our imported 
seed or that of domestic production. 
Prices change frequently, but our customers can rely upon us to 
“maintain a price as uniformly low or lower, than the prevailing 
_ conditions of supply and demand move the market. 
Prudence suggests early buying, for stocks are low, and we shall 
have to mark “sold out’”’ on many of the very scarce items before 
the season is nearly through.
